Harriet Beecher Stowe Ex- 
pires Today. 


The Author of "Uncle Tom's 
Cabin" is Dead, 


But the Oood Woman'iï Deeds I.tve lu 
the Memory of 69,000.000 of 
Her Conntrymen. 


HABTEORD, Conn., July 1. — Mrs, 
Harriet Beecher Stowe died at noon 
today. The members of the family 
were at her bedside. 


Mrs. StGwe was the eieter of tho late 
Rev. Henry Ward Beecher and the 
wifeofBev. Prof C. E. Stowe. She 
was bom at Litchfield, Conn., in 1812 
and married in 1832. Soon after her 
marriage she began writing and was 
the author of a number of books that 
gained wide circulation. In 1851 she 
published the first chapters of "Uncle 
Tom's Cabin" in the National Era. 
Later she visited Europe and wrote a 
series of letters entitled "Sunny Mem- 
ories of Foreign Lands." 
Other works 
were "Dred. a Tale of the Dismal 
Swamp," "The Minister's 
Wooing," 
"The True Story of Lady Byron's Life" 
and "Lady Byron Vindicated." 
In 
1868 she became joint editor of Hearth 
and Home and her writing ceased with 
the expiration of her term with that 
magazine.

Governor 
McKinley drove to the Fort Wayne 
station shortly after 10 o'clock this 
morning to personally meet and greet 
his invited guest today, Hon. Garrett 
Hobart, who wired yesterday from 
his home in Patterson, N. J., that he 
would call on the governor today. 
He 
went, as is usual, on such occasions, in 
the modest family carriage drawn by a 
single horse and driven by his nephew, 
Samuel Saxton. There was a large 
crowd of people gathered at the station 
witness the meeting of the two dis- 
tinguished men, although the affair 
was in'ormal in every respect 


Governor McKinley waited in his 
carriage while the big crowd at the 
station divided at the train yard leav- 
inc; an open space for him to pass 
through, which he did unescorted as a 
private citizen, reaching the train just 
the car carrying Mr. Hobart stopped 
in front of him. Governor McKinley 
qaickly extended his hand and stepped 
sprightly to the car step and the 
recognition was equally prompt on 
Mr. Hobart's part. 
Governor 
Mc- 
Kinley took him by the arm and they 
walked side by side to the carriage 
amidst the applause of the big crowd. 


As the meeting was entirely in- 
formal and no public demonstrations 
bad been desired, the time of Mr. 
Hobart's coming not having been made 
public until this morning, Governor 
McKinley and his guest were driven 
quickly to the former's home, where a 
crowd of newspaper men and photo- 
graphers were waiting. 
Mr. Hobart 
was presented to a number of Governor 
McKinley's neighbors 
as 
the pair 
alighted from the carriage, after which 
they immediately retired to the library 
in the major's home. 


It is not probable that either Gov- 
ernor McKinley or Mr. Hobart will 
make any stumping campaign. 


The AsEOciated Press reporter, on the 
drive from the station to the McKinley 
home, asked the gentlemen if they had 
ever met before. 
The response was 
quick. Governor McKinley had known 
Mr. Hobart for many years, recalling 
meeting him at a large political gather- 
ing in Newark, while Mr. Hobart had 
known of Major McKinley twenty years 
past. 


It is understood that at the confer- 
ence ot the republican nominees today 
it was mutually agreed, as far as present 
intentions are concerned, that neither 
of them will depart from their homes 
for any campaign tour. 


It is believed this morning that 
Governor McKinley has virtually de- 
cided to give up any idea of complying 
with the wishes of his friends that he 
take a rest as contemplated by them 
in a proposed visit to the Oaborn home 
near Boston. 


The governor never appeared in bet- 
ter health than when he greeted Mr. 
Hobart this morning and he does not 
show the slightest fatigue after the 
constant and exacting rares hei has 
had upon him tor tbe past several 
months. It is probable that he will 
remain in Canton until the campaign 
closes and the election result is known. 


This evening the Ohio Christian En- 
deavors, in convention here today, will 
call 3.000 strong and give Governor 
McKinley tho Chautauqua ealute. 


In a balf hour after Mr. Hobart's 
arrival a special train reached Canton 
from Medina, 100 miles distant, bring- 
ing hundreds of citizens from that 
place to pay their respects to the 
republican nominee. 


WiLKKSBARRE, Pa., July 1 —Another 
cave in took placa in the Twin sha't at 
Pittston shortly after 3 o'clock this a. 
m. The rescuers were in a spot near 
where the original fall took place when 
the crash came. The cavo is said to be 
an immense one, composed mostly of 
rocks. The rescuers have been driven 
back nearly 200 feet and the outlook 
this morning towards reaching the man 
is very discouraging. 
The roof con- 
tinues to show signs of cracking and 
more falls are looked for during the 
day. 


The fifty-nine men in the Twin shaft 
at Pittston have now been imprisoned 
for four days and still there is no way 
of reaching them. The six men who 
attempted to crawl over the two falls 
last night and had to retreat before a 
threatened fall, promise to renew the 
attempt today. 
Superintendent Law 
says that the report of a second cave-m 
was greatly exagerated. .-From other 
sources it is learned that ' thè cave-in 
was an extensive one and will interfere 
with the work of rescue. 


Mine Inspector McDonald, who had 
been on duty since Sunday morning, 
has had to retire, completely exhausted. 
His place was taken by Mine Inspector 
Roderick. The latter, in an interview, 
said : 


"I have just returned from where tbe 
rescuers are at work and I am satisfied 
with tho progress they are making. 
Just at present heavy rock is being 
encountered and the men. are not 
making as good headway as of yester- 
day." 


"Do you think there is any hope of 
any o ! the men being alive?" he was 
asked. 


"There is a bare possibility, but that 
is all. The low hole from the adjoining 
mine has not yet been driven through 
the eighty-four foot partition separat- 
ing the two mines, but it is expected 
that the work will be completed some 
time this afternoon." 


LABOR TROUBLES. 


Serious Blot in the Berea Stone 
Qaarries. 


One Man Has a I^eK Broken and .Many 
Others Bear Bruised Heads 
and Black Byes. 


WEST VIBW, Ohio, July 1.—Over 100 
shots were exchanged by deputy sher- 
iffs and strike ra this morning at the 
Berea stone quarries. 
No one was 
killed so far ts known. One striker 
had his leg broken in two places and 
many have sore heads as the result of a 
hand to hand conflict. The strikers 
approached the quarries through a 
woods with the avowed intention of 
driving out the nonunion men at work. 
They were met by the sherifi" and forty 
'deputies who commanded them to stop. 
For an answer the strikers began firing 
and the fight then became general. For 
a few moments the strikers were re- 
pulsed and fell back to the woods. The 
men in the quarries ^are quitting for 
fear and by the importunities of their 
wives. It is believed that the strikers 
will shortly make another dash for the 
quarries, and if such should prove to be 
the case, serious trouble may be looked 
for. 


CiiKTELAND, July 1.—At noon today 
fifty additional deputy sheriffs were 
sworn in and started from this city for 
the scene of this morning's conflict 
between officers and strikers at the 
stone quarries near West View. 


WANTS THE MILITIA. 


Sheriff Leek, this afternoon tele- 
graphed Governor Bushnell, at Colum- 
bus, that he was unable to hold in 
check the striking stone quarrymen at 
Berea and asked that four companies 
of militia be ordered to his assistance 
at once.

HAMMOND, Ind., July 1.—The seventy 
odd saloonkeepers of this city have 
agreed to disregard the Nicholson law 
so far as the Sunday closing clause is 
concerned. Since the supreme court 
handed down its decision ten days ago, 
upholding the law, there has been con- 
siderable speculation es to what course 
the saloon men would take, and during 
all of last week it looked as though 
they would throw up their hands and 
cry quits. Promptly at 
11 o'clock 
every night the saloons were closed 
and the curtains were drawn to one 
side, showidg to the general public that 
so far as the 11 o'clock clause was con- 
cerned, it was being obeyed. Not a 
saloon in town remained open after 
legal hours, and for one week Ham- 
mond was a model city in this respect. 


The good citizens hoped that this was 
but the beginning of legal observances, 
but on last Sunday, however, not one 
saloonkeeper in ten obeyed the law. 
Of course, many of the front doors were 
closed, but in such cases the side cur- 
tains were up, and the side doors were 
largely in evidence. 
Some of the 
saloon men did not even take the 
trouble to close their front doors, and 
at least three saloons on one of the 
principal corners left their doors wide 
open and invited the public to enter 
and patronize the bar. 


Is^or was there any effort made by the 
authorities to enforce the law. When 
an officer was asked what steps had 
been taken regarding the matter, he 
answered that he had received no 
orders from his superiors, and he would 
not interfere lintil he had been advised. 
The grand jury will not meet again 
until next November, and it is feared 
that nothing can be done until then, 
unless the mayor can be prevailed 
upon to issue a proclamation and en- 
force it by police tulhority. An effort 
will probably be made to have this 
action taken, but those who are in a 
position to know say that nothing will 
be done. 


The recent city election resulted in 
a complete and decisive victory for the 
democrats, and the republicans who 
still remain in power are afraid to raise 
their hands against the saloons for fear 
of a worse defeat at the next election. 
There is no denying but that the 
saloonkeepers cut a large figure in 
the election^ of this city, and for the 
republicans to antagonize them means 
almost certain defeat in November. A 
prominent saloonkeeper is responsible 
for-the statement that his fellows are 
willing to obey the 11 o'clock clause 
because it really does not pay to 
keep open a later hour, but Sunday is 
the best day for the traffic, and to close 
on that day means a great loss. 
Be- 
sides, he claimed that if the law was 
enforced in Hammond^ those wishing 
to purchase intoxicants would simply 
cross to West Hammond, and there is 
no one on the Illinois side to interfere 
with the traffic 


From other sections of the county 
come reports of the successful enforce- 
ment of the law. 
The temperance 
people at Hobart are jubilant over the 
decision of the supreme court, and the 
same might be said of other localities 
in the county.

Romantic Career ol'a Yonne Sailor at 
San Francisco. 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 1.—Daniel De- 
foe, the young sailor who claimed to be 
a lineal descendant of Daniel Defoe, 
the novelist, is dead. 
The young man 
arrived in port some time ago. His 
romantic career was told shortly a'ter 
he came here. On the arrival of thé 
vessel he deserted and assumed the 
name of John Hams. 
He was taken 
very ill with an ffiliction of tho lungs, 
and went to the city and county hos 
pital. Three days ago, he was dis- 
charged in what seemed to be a much 
improved condition. He secured em 
ployment at the Brooklyn hotel, but 
on the following day he was again 
taken dangerously ill. He was re 
moved to the receiving hospital and on 
Monday died. 
His true name became 
known yesterday through the identifi- 
cation of Charles Rogers. Young De- 
foe has wealthy and influential relatives 
living in London. The British consul 
here has been notified of the young 
man's death and will communicate 
with the family.

Shows Up in Time to Meet His 
Engagements. 


His iFirsttDntles Were a Conference 
With tbe Silver Couimittee-Con- 
ventlon Oossip. 


Apply l'or Renewal. 


NEW YORK, July 1.—It was a busy 
day and night for Deputy Excise Com 
missioner Hilliard's men. 
Hundreds 
of liquor sellerj thronged the corridors 
and the rooms. The greater number 
came to see about their certificates, be- 
cause yesterday was the last day of the 
old law. Today will see the full dawn 
of the Raines law. At 4:30 o'clock Mr. 
Wertheimer, chief of the application 
departmeiit, had exactly 7,408 applica- 
tions on his list. Mr. Wertheimer's 
figures show that 1,690 former licensees 
have not applied for a renewal. That 
means so many drinking places shut 
up. 
Two Chinese have applied for 
liquor licenses. 
Commissioner Bil- 
liard said if they swore they wore citi- 
zens he would issuo a certificate. The 
police have been looking after the dis- 
reputable places and the cheap hotels 
that have been licensed. 


CHICAGO, Jiiily 1.—Hon. W. J. Har- 
rity, chairman of the national demo- 
cratic committee, arrived in the city 
today and made his appearance at the 
Palmer house a few minutes before 12, 
the hour set for the meeting of the 
executive committee of the national 
committee. He found the silver com- 
mittee appointed yesterday to confer 
with his committee, 1: laiting him and 
gave them an early audience. 
When 
asked as to the status of the temporary 
chairmanship before he had met the 
silverites, Mr. Harrity said he had no 
information to give out on that ques- 
tion. 
"I can only say," said the chair- 
man, "that so far as I am concerned, 1 
have no man for the place. 
Whether 
the matter will be harmonized with 
the silvermen, or what the outcome 
will be, it is as yet too early to attempt 
to say. I have had no opportunity to 
confer with the leaders and will be 
able to say more later." 


Vice President Stevenson arrived in 
the city today. He is on his way to 
hie home at Bloomington from Cape 
May, where he has been since the ad- 
journment of congri'ss. He declined 
to express himself in any way on 
political questione, and said that he 
would continue his journey to Bloom- 
ington tomorrow. He was called upon 
during the day by a number of promi- 
nent 5»eople who are in the city. 


The executive committee 
of the 
national democratic committee con- 
venfd at the Palmer house promptly at 
12 today, with Chairman Harrity and 
Messrs. Wall, Sheerin, Sherley, Prather 
and Wallace present, Mr. Cable being 
the only absentee. 


The committee went immediately 
into executive sessioa with a cordon of 
guards at the various doors. The sil- 
ver committee, consisting of Senators 
Jones, Daniel,"Turpie and Governors 
Altgeld and Stone, were 
promptly 
admitted, alid were closeted with the 
executive committee for some time. 
The question of tbe temporary organi- 
zation was under discussion. 


CHICAGO, July 1.—A conference be- 
tween Governor 
Altgeld, 
Governor 
Stone and several other leading demo- 
crats was held at the Sherman house 
today. The meeting was for the pur- 
pose of outlining a plan of action to be 
carried out with the national commit- 
tee in regard to the temporary organi- 
zation of the convention. 
The two 
governors breakfasted together and at 
once left the dining room and met 
with other prominent free silver dem- 
ocrats, and remained in seesion the 
greater part of the forenoon. The door 
of the room was closely guarded and 
the guard said he had been instructed 
not to admit anyone, and not even to 
take in cards should any be presented. 
There has been some talk that Gov- 
ernor Altgeld may be chosen for per 
manent chairman, but the governor's 
friends declare that he is not a candi- 
date for the honor and will not accept 
it. 


THE TWO-THIBDS BÜLE. 


It is not yet certain whether there 
will be a general disposition in the 
convention to follow the lead made by 
the Illinois delegation in declaring for 
the abrogation of the two-thirds rule. 
The action of the Illinois people in the 
matter has had the effect of reviving 
interest in the subject. There is un- 
questionably a strong faction favorable 
to the course outlined by the Illi- 
noisans, who contend, as did Governor 
Altgeld, that the rule is undemocratic, 
and who 
would 
like 
to see it 
cancelled upon 
general 
principles. 
If, 
however, 
it is abrogated, 
the 
action will be due to the difficulty 
of 
securing 
the 
necessary 
two- 
thirds to nominate with the rule still 
in existence. 
It is contended by many 
that by the timo the nominating stage 
of the convention is reached the silver 
men will be able to command fully 
two thirds of the voting strength of the 
convention and they argue that if this 
should prove to be the case there would 
be no necessity for changing the rules. 
If made at all, however, the change will 
have to be made before this period in 
the proceedings, as it is suggested that 
it may come at the opening of the 
convention on a motion to adopt the 
rules of tbe previous convention for 
the guidance of the temporary organi- 
zation and until the committee on 
rules can have an opportunity to pass 
upon the subject. This is one of the 
questions which the silver committee 
will probobly consider, and until its 
verdict is registered no program will 
be made.

Last evening, at the intersection of 
Crieghton avenue and Miner streets, 
the corner stone of the new Christian 
church, the erection of which was 
begun there a few weeks ago by the 
congregation recently formed in that 
part of the city, was laid with interest- 
ing ceremonies and in the presence of 
an assemblage of nearly two thousand 
people.

The ceremonies were beautiful and 
impressive and, after their completion, 
brief and appropriate addresses were 
made by Dr. 0. B Stemen, the chaplain 
of the order, Rev. E. B. Frame, Rev. J.

V. Updike. A social was then given 
on the lawn neur the church site and 
the large crowd present was served 
.with ice cream, lemonade and cake. 
The Wayne Tent band, which escorted 
the masons to the church grounds, was 
present and discoureed music during 
the evening. 


The foundation walls for the new 
church edifice are now all laid and it 
is expected that the building will be 
completed and ready for occupancy by 
the middle of October. It will be a 
handsome edifice, modern in all of its 
arrangements and will seat in its lower 
auditorium about 900 people. 
Its pas- 
tor will probably be Rev. J. V. Updike, 
the well known evangelist and pastor 
of the Christinn church at Valparaiso. 
He will resign his charge at Valparaiso 
about the 1st of August and come to 
this city to enter upon his new work. 
He is a forcible and impressive pulpit 
speaker, a wonderfully efiective church 
organizer and expects to build up a 
large and prosperous congregation in 
that part of the city.

The project of building a new church 
was immediately taken up. and it was 
decided to begin work at once.

United Confederate Veterans to order 
this morning. An immense crowd was 
present. Prayer was offered by Bishop 
Newton and then the -committee on 
credentials reported 850 camps repre- 
sented by delegates. G. K. Lee offered 
a resolution which was adopted endors- 
ing the movement started by Lee comp 
of Richmond looking to a general 
organization of sons of veterans and 
pledging the union confederate veterans 
to the movement. General H. Kidd 
Douglas offered the following: 


"The United Confederate Veterans 
assembled in annual reunion at Rich- 
mond, ever mindful of their dead 
comrades, wherever they may be, and 
holding in grateful memory all those 
who do them honor, desire to express 
to the city of Chicago their most grate- 
ful acknowledgements of the broad 
minded liberality of its people in the 
erection and consecration of the lofty 
monument over the 6 000 of our dead 
who rest within its protection and the 
boundleEs hospitality with which it 
received all confederate soldiers who 
attended that dedication. Our thanks 
are given without stint to every army 
veteran, soldier and citizon of that 
great city who participated in that 
memorable scene. May the monument 
there lifted up stand through the ages 
as a perpetual reminder that its dedi- 
cation was the final triumphal scene of 
a great war, commemorative alike of 
the heroic dead it honors and of re- 
united peace and friendship between 
north and south." 


The resolution was seconded by Gen- 
eral Lee and was unanimously adopted. 


It is estimated there are 10,000 veter- 
ans in the city today attending the 
reunion. There is little doing today 
outside of the convention proper. The 
Virginia division bf the Daughters of 
the Confederacy met this morning and 
discussed the question of joining the 
United Daughters' organization.

He is now walking 
around town with a suit of clothes on 
that I paid $15 for." 


THE New York board of health re- 
cently adopted this resolution, which 
embodies a reform long called for: 
"Resolved, That the Street Sprinkling 
association and any other 
parties 
sprinkling the public streets be re- 
quested to leave a space of three feet 
near the curb on all streets having 
asphalt pavements for the use of per- 
sons riding bicyles, and that they also 
leave all railroad tracks unsprinkled 
for a space of six feet at each cross- 
ing." 


Otalo Has Had Too Milcb. 


Ohio is already second only to Vir- 
ginia in the number of her sons who 
have become president of the United 
States. 
Four of the presidents have 
been natives of Ohio, though only two 
were residents of that state at their 
election, while one, the elder Harrison, 
was a resident of Ohio though born in 
Virginia. 
With the addition of Lin- 
coln, who was born in Kentucky, the 
four Ohioans, Grant, Hayes, Garfield 
and the younger Harrison, were the 
only presidents born outside of the 
original thirteen states. 
Of the fifteen 
presidents before Lincoln, seven were 
born in Virginia, though 
Harrison 
was credited to Ohio and Taylor 
to Louisiana; two were from Massachu- 
setts and two from New York; two 
were born in North Carolina, but were 
residents of the daughter state of 
Tennessee; one was a son of New 
Hampshire and one of Pennsylvania. 
With the war the presidency went 
west. 
After Buchanan came Lincoln • 
born in Kentucky and living in llli. 
nois; Johnson, another North Carolina- 
Tennesseean; Grant, born iii Ohio and 
credited to Illinois; Hayes and Gar- 
field, of Ohio; Arthur, born in Ver- 
mont, and/ Cleveland, born in ISevv 
Jersey, but both New Yorkers, and 
Benjamin Harrison, born in Ohio and 
living in Indiana. 
There are some who 
think that Ohio has had her share and 
this may be the verdict of the people at 
the coming November elections. 


Democratic Two^Tliirds Rule. 


In view of the fact that an attempt 
will be mads at the democratic national 
convention next week to abrogate the 
two thirds rule in regaid to making 
nominations and the adoption of a 
platform of principles, it will be inter- 
esting at this time to review the his- 
tory of this f?.mous rule, which has 
been in force in our national conven- 
tions for so long a time. 


It was originally adopted sixty years 
ago, in the first democratic national 
convention. 
That convention nomi- 
nated Martin Van Buren for vice presi- 
dent, 
President 
Andrew 
Jackson's 
renomination having 
already 
been 
made by the voice of the people. The 
text of the rule, as adopted in that con- 
vention of 1832, at Baltimore, was as 
follows: 


"Resolved, That each state be en 
titled in the nomination to be made ot 
a candidate for the vice presidency, to 
a number of votes equal to the number 
to which they will be entitled in the 
electoral colleges under the new appor 
tionment, in voting for president and 
vice president, and that two-thirds of 
the whole number of votes in the con- 
vention shall be necessary to constitute, 
a choice." 


In the convention, four years later, 
when the committee on rules reported 
the two-third8 rule, a motion was made 
to amend by chiiuging it so as to raa^e 
only a simple maiority necessary, and 
this motion was carried. 
Oa the next 
day, however, it was reconsidered and 
the two-thirds rule was adopted. In 
1840, when Van Buren was uaani 
mously nominated for president, the 
convention leaving the nomination foi 
vice president to the choice of the 
state, no rules whatever were adopted 
for the organization of the convention. 


In ] 844, after a long discussion, the 
convention adopted the two thirds rule 
by a vote of 148 to 118. In 1848, after 
discussion, the two thirds rule was 
adopted by a vote of 176 to 78, In 
1852, after discussion, the two thirds 
rule was adopted 'midst vehement 
applause." 


In the convention of 1856, and in 
each subeequent convention, including 
even the stormy gathering of 1860, the 
two thirds rule was adopted as a part 
of the rules of the preceding conven- 
tions, as a matter of course. 
The oppo- 
oition to it which Had appeared in the 
earlier conventions, and which had 
only served to imbed it more firmly in 
the practice of the party, had apparent- 
ly disappeared. 


For bixty years it has been the dis- 
tmitive rule of democratic national 
conventions, and. though at first dis- 
puted by difierent iiiterests, for over 
forty years it has been the undisputed 
regulation of the procedure in demo- 
cratic national convention?.

Light wires aie used icstead of ex- 
pensive and 
heavy ones. 
The feed 


wires are laid in conduits alongside the 
r.uls, switch boxts every lorty feet. 
Opposito them, between the rails, are 
placed steel caps or buttons aVjout four 
inches in diameter. 
These aro placed 
one about one foot from each rail 
Under the motor car hang two long 
steel rods, arranged to rub the buttons 
as the car passes over them 
The cur- 
rent enters the motor through one 
series of these contact rods and buttonr, 
does its work, and passos to the 
feed 
wire via the other. 
The circuit 
is 
closed and the current is in these but- 
tons only when the motor car 
is over

In 
congress, humble and unknown, then 
winning recognition, finally speaker of 
the house, candidate for the presidency 
again and again, with fate ever pursu- 
ing him. in the senate, in the cabinet, 
and to his grave with the inscription 
of "Most Popular of Americans" upon 
his headstone—all through that jour- 
ney, from first to last, except to the 
grave, he was accompanied by modest 
little Joe Manley, Mr, Blaine once said 
thdt he did not see how he could ever 
do anything without 
his friend, and 
Fidus Achates. 
He grew to be bound 
up in the round little Yankee. He was 
never wholly happy without the know- 
ledge that his other self was well and 
within hail should he be needed. 
Mr. 
Blaine, as all the world knows, was not 
all the time the buoyant optimist he 
was generally supposed to be. 
There 
were moments when the uselessness of 
all things, especially of ambition, press- 
ed hard upon his soul. It was in these 
moments that he wanted "Little Joe." 


When Mr. Blaine was a young man 
he went to Augusta, Me., to become a 
newspaper 
editor 
and 
reporter. 
He 
had then few dreams of fame or power. 
His greatest ambition was to own 
a 
newspaper that could pay its expenses 
and support a modest family. 
A few 
blocks from the office of the Kennebec

JOSEPH H. MANLEY. 
Journal, tbe weekly newspaper which 
he became editor of. lived the Manley 
family, where it had lived for several 
generations.

Manley 
was 
a 
Yankee of the down east variety, and 
every one of them was true blue.

that family was a little hunchback boy 
whom every one called Joe. He was al- 
ways around the printing office. 
He 
carried the papers which young Blaine 
had edited, read the proof for, and put 
to press. While the editor was writing 
the addresses on the wrappers for the 
subscribers who received their papers 
through the mails, little Joe used to 
hang around the 
office 
begging the 
chance to "do up" papers. He also liked 
to run errands, and to fold papers as 
soon as he was big enough to reach to 
the top of the folding table from a stool. 
There was something about this mite 
of a lad, thi»>. odd little hunchback— 
perhaps his brightness and Yankee wit 
—which attracted the attention of the 
editor. At any rate, a warm friendship 
sprang up between them, and continued 
throughout life. 


Mr. Manley now says he remembers 
the Blaine of that day very well. "Even 
at that early time," says Mr. Manley, 
"Blaine was a charming man. 
Every- 
one in Augusta liked him. He rapidly 
made strength for the paper and was a 
smart editor. 
Mr. Blaine's 
hair and 
beard were then as black as coal. 
He 
was very active, full of fun, and had 
that thing which we call magnetism. 
I 
can remember v/hen I was only a little 
lad Blaine used to talk politics to me. 
He had an idea he could make speeches, 
and though I didn't 
know it then, I 
know now that he was trying them on 
me. 
When he would get off some of 
his beautiful sentences, talking about 
the. country and the people and the 
party and all that sort of thing, I used 
to sit with my mouth open wondering 
how any man could be so smart. 
You 
see, he was trying his speeches on me. 
I was the dog. 
Right good speeches 
they were, too, as the people found as 
soon as they gave him a chance to take 
the stump in the campaign. 
From this 
onward things came Mr. Blaine's way 
very rapidly. 
You will remember that 
he went to the legislative houses 
to 
make reports for the paper, and he and 
Melville W. Fuller were engaged in 
that work together. 
The chief justice 
and I are related, my wife being nia 
cousin."

So, before he was of age, 
he became secretary to some of the local 
committees, and a rounder-up on elec- 
tion day and a general manager of 
the local politics in his ward. 
He has 
been in politics ever since, and probably 
always will be until he shall be gather- 
ed to his fathers.

little Joe did noi seek fame for hiniseil 
he wanted to in- in position to hfl 
his friends.

he became secretary 10 some of the local 
committees, ami a roumler-up on elec- 
tion day and a general manager of 
the local politics in bis ward.

—which attracted the attention of the 
editor. At any rate, a warm friendship 
sprang up between them, and continued 
throughout life. 


Mr. Mauley now says he remembers 


the. Blaine of that day very well. "Kven 
at. t.hal early time," says Mr. Manley, 
"Blaine was a charming man. Every- 
one in Augusta liked him. He rapidly 
made strength for the paper and was a 
smart editor. Mr. Blaine's hair and 
beard were then as black as coal. He 
was very active, full of fun. and had 
that thing which we call magnetism. I 
can remember when I was only a little 
lad Blaine used to talk politics to me. 
He had an idea lie could make speeches, 
and though I didn't 
know it then. I 


know now that he was trying them on 
me. When be would get off some of 
his beautiful sentence.1;, talking about 
the country and the people and the 
party raid all that sort of thing, I used 
to sit with my mouth open wondering 
bow any man could be so smart. You 
see, he was trying bis speeches on me. 
I was the dog. 
Kight good speeches 


they were. too. as the people found as 
soon as they gave, him a chance to take 
thn stump in the campaign. From this 
onward things came Mr. Blame's way- 
very rapidly. You will remember that 
he went to the legislative houses to 
make reports for the paper, and he and 
Melville ".V. Fuller were engaged in 
that work together. The chief justice 
and I are related, my wife being ola 
cousin." 


Mr. Blaine went to the legislature 


himself soon afterward an<i niarto his 
mark, and then to congress, and the 
country knows the remainder of that 
great story. But little ,Ioe was only a 
stripling then. He had just been grad- 
uated from Albany law school when 
Mr. Blaine came to congress. Ho prac- 
ticed for a time, and, having once had 
the taste of the print shop In his mouth, 
found it impossible to rinse it out and 
became interested in newspapers him- 
self. He is now and long has been one 
of the proprietors of the Farmer, 
a 


flourishing agricultural journal. He 
went into other business, made a mod- 
est bit of money, gathered friends about 
him and, of course, became a politi- 
cian. 


He ought not to have gone in)o poli- 


tics. He bad been warned against poli- 
tics a"an invention of the devil. His 
old father had been an int^nsfi whig.

throng. L*st night history repeated 
ileelf in the scene which the capitol 
hall presented. 
A small 
army of 


grilled men, in jackets of grey, slept 
upon the greensward around the old 
state house, with coats for pillows and 
the grassy lawns for their beds. 
A full 


thousand spent the night on the capitol 
ground?. 


The city is very gaily decorated. 


Here and there on the streets faded 
and tatterod battle Ibgs. relics of the 
lost came, float like gaunt skeletons in 
the air, attracting constantly a surging 
crowd of men in gray around them. 


The formation of the parade began 


about I o'clock. 
Before noon the 


streets along the line of march were 
almost completely blocked. When the 
head of tho procession reached tho site 
of the monument it broke up and 
Stephen D. Lee, the orator of tho day, 
spoke a? follows : 


"We are hero today to honor the 


memory of Jefferson Davis; to lay the 
corner stone of a monument to one 
who needs no monument in our gener- 
ation beyond tnat in the hearts of his 
counttymen. 
But we think it due to 


erect one that posterity may know the 
reverence felt for the great leader of a 
cause that 'ailed.

Many 
presidents, statesmen, soldiers lie in 
Virginia soil — from Washington to the 
present time— none greater than Davis, 
but more fortunate. 


"Fame has no trumpet for failure.

Yet history might teach 
us strange things of men who /ailed 
and causes that are lost " 


He followed vrith a review of Davis' 


career and the issues which brought 
about secession, and continued: 


"I can not hold him wise who would 


was booming him for the place this 
morninu;. 


"I have heard," he said, '"that Gov-
